• Connect - social connections support and 
develop good mental wellbeing

• Keep learning - continually mastering new skills,

ALCOHOL 

The Chief Medical Officer has published new 
safe drinking guidelines. Here are some of the 
key points: 

• Both men and women are advised not to 
regularly drink more than 14 units a week. 

• That is equivalent to 6 pints of 4 % beer or 6 
glasses of 13% wine. 

• It is best to spread alcohol consumption evenly 
across the week. 

• If you are pregnant you are recommended not 
to drink alcohol at all.

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Waltham Forest has a Football 
League team once more as Leyton 
Orient finished the season as 
champions of the National League. 

Following the club’s appearance in 
Sunday’s FA Trophy final against FC 
Fylde at Wembley, they’re looking 
forward to a bright future that few 
fans could have dreamt of when they 
crashed out of League Two at the end 
of the 2016/17 season. 

In 2014, the club was brought by 
businessman Francesco Becchetti and 
under his stewardship, faced winding- 


up petitions with debts of more 
than £5.5m. 

Salvation came in the form of 
Woodford-born businessman Nigel 
Travis, a lifelong O’s fan who had 
become Executive Chairman of Dunkin’ 
Brands, home of Dunkin’ Donuts and 
Baskin-Robbins ice cream. Joined by 
US investor Kent Teague, the duo led 
the takeover of the club in 2017. The 
final piece in the jigsaw saw former 
Tottenham defender Justin Edinburgh 
joining as manager in November 2017, 
successfully leading the Leyton team 


back into the Football League at an 
emotionally-charged match against 
Braintree on 27 April in front of a crowd 
of over 8,000.

He and 
his daughter Alicia are season ticket 
holders and they joined fellow fans to 
celebrate their return to the Football 


League. He told us: “This has been 
my best experience in 55 years of 
following Leyton Orient. It just shows 
what can be achieved with the right 
owners in charge.”

Wrong items in 
green recycling 
bins costs council 
tax payers over 
£300,000 per year 


The council wants to keep it as 
easy as possible for residents to 
recycle, and unlike some authorities 
we don’t make you separate your 
recyclable paper, glass, cans and 
plastics. Instead, these get sorted 
mechanically and by hand at a 
recycling centre after your green bin 
is emptied. 


Top contaminating items 


Collection crews will check residents’ 
recycling bins and if they spot anything 
inside which can’t be recycled, they’ll 
leave it uncollected and put a sticker over 
the lid so you can take out the item by 
your next collection. 

Unfortunately, a small number of 
bins containing the wrong items are 
collected by mistake. In 2018, it cost 
the council over £300,000 to dispose of 
this contaminated recycling as general 
rubbish. 

During that time, 800 lorry loads of 
recycling couldn’t be recycled because 
they were too heavily contaminated with 
the wrong items. If enough incorrect 
items - like black bin bags, food and 
clothes - are collected in green bins by 
mistake, they get mixed with the rest of 
the clean and dry recycling and cause the 
whole load to be rejected. 



Knowing every single type of item 
which can go into your green bin can be 
tricky, so start by understanding which 
items definitely shouldn’t go in: 


Leave out of your 
green bin 

Why? 

Black bin bags 

The type of plastic they’re made of can’t be recycled. Remember, black bin bags are for the black bin. 

Food/drink 

Even small amounts smear over everything in the collection vehicle, making all the recycling dirty. 

Textiles/clothes 

These cause jams in the sorting machinery. To reuse or recycle them properly, place them inside a 
public Salvation Army or Traid clothes bank. 

Nappies/sanitary items 

These can’t be recycled, even if they’re labelled 'biodegradable’. Always put in your black bin. 

Small electrical items 

Small electrical items can only be recycled at grey public recycling banks, or at recycling centres. 

Garden waste 

These can’t be recycled in the green bin. Instead put them in the brown bin to get composted.

Waltham Forest is rightly proud 
of our local stars of today such 
as Tae Kwondo champion Lutalo 
Muhammad and England men’s 
football captain Harry Kane.

Beryl Swain was born in 
Walthamstow in 1936 and in 1962 
became the first woman solo rider 
to compete in the perilous Isle Of 
Man TT motorcycle road race. Her 
licence was later revoked when a 
minimum weight requirement was 
introduced to stop her competing in 
the male-dominated sport, but her 
achievements live on. 


Beryl’s story is highlighted in this 
year’s El 7 Art Trail (see page 5.) First 
staged in 2004 and now held every 
two years, this year’s trail will see 
8,000 artists and residents taking 
part, and is sure to be one of the 
highlights of Waltham Forest’s year 
as the Mayor’s first London Borough 
of Culture. 

Sport and the arts both have the 
ability to bring communities together 
and I’m proud that Waltham Forest 
has such a rich heritage in both.

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A walk through history in Chingford Mount 



A short walk uphill from the shops 
and restaurants of Chingford Mount 
is an oasis of calm where locals 
can enjoy a quiet stroll or spend 
precious moments with lost 
loved ones. 


Chingford Mount cemetery 
is the final resting place for 
thousands of local residents, 
including World War I flying 
aces and the East End’s 
most notorious gangsters. 

It’s also cherished by the 
living for its peace, natural 
beauty and history etched 
on every gravestone. 

The cemetery opened 
in 1884. Abandoned by its 
private owners in the 60s 
and 70s, it was taken over 
by Waltham Forest Council 
in 1978 and once more 
became a working cemetery. 

It’s huge - covering over 40 acres, 
with wide, tree-lined paths cutting 
through the graves. The Kray Twins are 
buried here, along with 18th century 
sculptor John Bacon, whose work 
features in St Paul’s Cathedral, and 
Benjamin Pollock, the man behind 
Pollock’s famous Toy Museum in 
Covent Garden. 

The cemetery hosts an annual 
service of remembrance, when local 
schoolchildren place poppies on 
around 300 Commonwealth war 
graves. This year’s will take place on 
Friday 8 November. 

Cemetery manager Tusar Sen Gupta 
is developing 10-point trails about both 
World Wars, and the social history of 


East London. He explains: “Following 
recent research into the history of 
the cemetery, we’ve discovered that 
there was a large German population 
in London before World War I. We’ve 
uncovered headstones inscribed in 
German as well as mass graves of 
German male civilians from Alexandra 
Palace internment camp. We also 
had German airmen buried here who 
crashed in World War II, tucked away 
in a quiet corner of the cemetery, close 
to victims of the Blitz. Their bodies were 
later moved to a dedicated war graves 
cemetery at Cannock Chase.”

Born in Walthamstow in 1936, 
Beryl Swain became the first solo 
woman to compete in a TT race 
on the dangerous Isle of Man TT 
course. The year was 1962 and 
in response, the International 
Federation of Motorcycling 
introduced a minimum weight 
requirement for competitors, 
meaning that Beryl, weighing just 
7 and half stone, stood no chance 
of qualifying and had her licence 
revoked. Beryl was forced to 
give up the sport she loved and 
eventually became a manger for 
Sainsbury’s. She died in Epping 
in 2007 - but is now getting the 
recognition she deserved.

The work of 8,500 Walthamstow artists 
and residents will be exhibited around 
the local area from 1 to 16 June as part 
of the 15th E17 Art Trail. 

The biennial festival, being staged this year 
as part of the Mayor’s first London Borough 
of Culture in Waltham Forest, will feature 400 
exhibitions in 205 private and public spaces. 
This makes it one of the largest open access 
visual arts festivals in the UK. 

The El 7 Art Trail was first staged in 
2004. The festival, which works with 
artists, creatives, businesses, community 
organisations and schools in Walthamstow, 
has grown year on year since then.

Residents in Marlowe Road Walthamstow 
will be able to benefit from fairly priced 
heating and hot water while helping the 
environment, thanks to the opening of a 
new district energy centre. 

The centre, which was built by Countryside 
Properties as part of the regeneration of the 
former Marlowe Road Estate, currently uses 
specially designed boilers to produce hot 
water that’s piped to the households for their 
central heating, showers and hot water in 
bathrooms and kitchens. 

When fully operational, the energy centre will 
also contain combined heat and power units 
which use natural gas to produce electricity 
which is then sold to the National Grid. The 
heat generated is used to provide hot water 
and heating to residents’ homes. This will 
further improve the cost efficiency and reduce 
the carbon emissions of the system. 

Temperatures can be controlled by 
thermostats in each apartment. Residents can 
pay their energy bills directly through a meter 
in their homes that also provides information 


on how much they use, allowing much greater 
control over energy consumption and cost. 

The energy centre will supply energy to 
436 new homes on Marlowe Road estate 
when the redevelopment is complete. It’s also 
expected to supply energy to hundreds more 
existing homes in the local area, as well as 
public sector buildings. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy Council Leader and 
Cabinet Member for the Environment, officially 
opened the centre alongside Cllr Louise Mitchell, 
Cabinet Member for Housing. He said: “We first 
had the idea for this district energy centre seven 
years ago and were pleased when it received 
£1 million from the government Heat Network 
Investment Project (HNIP).

“It will help tackle the climate emergency 
by reducing household carbon emissions by 
making efficient use of heat from electricity 
generation which would otherwise be lost.”
